Each of the three m onths showed 
a steady gain. December, 1943, 
business totalled $16,000, Decem ­ 
ber, 1942, $11,000. In November, 
1943, sales am ounted to $10,000, 
in 1942,. November business w as 
$6,600. October, 1943, showed a 
$9,000 total, October, 1942, $5,500.

The m ighty four-m otored 
bomber has changed the w hole 
system of m odern war. Its enor­ 
mous range of operation h as ne­ 
cessitated th e redrawing of m ili­ 
tary and political maps all over 
the world.

"In the b a ttle of the C oral Sea 
and M idway Island, it w as by

planes that Japanese ships w ere 
sunk and Japanese aircraft car­ 
riers w ere destroyed.," M organ 
declared.

cities,v harbors, railroads and ships 
are only a foretaste of the death

“We must not think that St. 
John was really selfish; it was 
just a heightened self-conscious­ 
ness and over-seriousness. His 
love for Christ was so over­ 
whelming that he could not see 
good in anybody who did not feel 
likewise. Once he came to Jesus 
and said: 'Master, we saw one 
casting out devils in Thy name 
and we forbade him because he 
followeth not with us.’ He lack­ 
ed tolerance, just as many of us 
do, who call ourselves Christian; 
people of different religion, or 
race, or social custom are outside 
the pale. Jesus method of treat­ 
ing this prejudice and intoler­ 
ance was direct and to the point: 
‘forbid him not, for he that is not 
against us is for us.’

had his own fishing fleet on the 
sea of Galilee. He had political 
influence too with the Roman 
authorities and at the palace of 
the High Priest. His mother push­ 
ed him forward all the time; it’s a 
wonder he did not become a com­ 
plete self-exhibitionist. 
“Once put forward by their 
mother, James and John heard 
Jesus tell about His approaching 
death and that He would come 
into His Kingdim 
of Heaven; 
they went to Him and asked that 
they might ‘sit, one on the right 
and and one on the left, when 
He came into His Kingdom.’ Jesus 
reply was a searching question: 
‘Are ye alble to drink of the cup 
that I drink of? and be baptized 
with the baptism that I am bap­ 
tized with?’ They said glibly: 'We 
can’; and Jesus said unto them, 
‘Ye shall indeed drink of the cup 
that I shall drink of; and with the 
baptism that I am baptized withal 
shall ye be baptized; but to sit 
on my right hand and on my left 
is not mine to give but it shall be 
given to them for whom it is pre­ 
pared.’ 


HUMANITY FIRST 


“No wonder John changed. He 
left his hero-worshiping mother 
and took is place on the m inister­ 
ing bosom of His master. The love 
of humanity was now his all-dom­ 
inating purpose brotherhood, fra- 
ternalism was now the keynote 
of his life. 
"Fifty years pass by. John is 
now an old man. Most of his com­ 
panions have met death for their 
faith before the lions or the fire. 
Serene and happy and tolerant of 
all, he has reached the zenith of 
perfect character. As he wrote his 
memories of an oid man, for 
that’s what his gospel is, the 
tragedy of the Crucifixion still re­ 
mained in his mind. It is the Gos­ 
pel of the Heart of Christ, which 
John 
had 
learned 
to 
know 
through suffering. 


LOVE ONE ANOTHER 


Tradition says John lived to be 
over a 100 years old, as the Bishop 
of Ephesus, a great city sea-port 
on the coast of Asia Minor. His 
last days were peaceful and hap­ 
py, loved and respected by all 
who knew him. Writing in a let­ 
ter John used strong words: “Be­ 
loved, if God so loved us, we 
ought also to love one another.’ 
“The strength of St. John, Mas­ 
ter Builder, was that of character, 
not of body. He had been tried by 
fire and not found wanting. He 
can be as strong as a lion in time 
of danger, but in his heart is a 
calm serenity and gentle toler­ 
ance: ‘Little children, let us love 
one-another.’ All down through 
the ages, generations of men and 
women have found their inspir­ 
ation in the Temple of Love and 
Brotherhood that he built to go 
and do likewise.”

Rationing Boards, As Well As The 


Rationed Public, Facing Scores of 


Perplexing Problems Says Chairman 


Wednesday of this week, war price and rationing boards com­ 
pleted two years of work. They were two hectic years as the great 
American public, hitherto untrammele:' and unaccustomed to re­ 
straint. were educated to the ’share alike” plan. Palm Springs is 
fortunate in having one of the most efficient local boards among the 
hundreds in existence. It is headed by William A. Lippman. chair­ 
man. and includes two score loyal citizens who are giving their 
time and service. Rationing boards always have had their "second 
front." They are beset on one side by the public and on the other 
by the higher-ups. In the following article Mr. Lippman tells some­ 
thing of the work of the boards. 
Many perplexing questions face s>-------------------------------------- 
users of rationed commodities to- MORE AT . JT 
day. Perhaps just as many, or 
even more, face ration boards. 
Numerous changes are made 
weekly in the national regula­ 
tions to try to make the rules fit 
the conditions. That a heavy load 
is laid upon ration boards is 
readily proven by the fact that 
over 3,800 new pages (6l4x9% 
inches) of closely printed, small 
type regulations, have been re­ 
ceived by 
the Palm Springs 
Board, as well as every other ol 
the 5,600 boards in the United 
States, since September first, 
1943. In those four months, the 
tempo has steadily increased, as 
will be shown by this table of 
page intake: 
September, 774. 
October, 724. 
November, 1100. 
December, 1394. 
You may draw your own con­ 
clusions as to how fully such a 
mass of material can be digestf-d 
by over-worked board members 
and clerks. Of course, not every 
page is new. In fact, many will 
have only one or two lines or 
words changed. Thus 
far no 
pages have been reprinted and 
reissued merely because of a 
missing coma, or other punctua­ 
tion mark, but who knows. Num­ 
erous changes are made neces­ 
sary, of course, because of the 
changes in points and values, but 
more changes are made because 
rulings alter. So when you feel 
sorry for yourself because you 
do not understand some new 
phase of rationing, use some of 
your grief on your ration board 
who, without any pay or com­ 
pensation, try to render a service 
to you to make rationing work, 
and help see that all get a share 
of what is to be had. 
Some practical questions, met 
almost daily, will be answered 
here for the benefit of those who 
may have similar problems. 
Q. 1—How do I renew my “B” 
or other gasoline book? All gaso­ 
line books expiring every three 
months (“B” and "C") are re­ 
newed by signing a new applica­ 
tion at the office, leaving your 
tire inspection certificate with 
the application for the records the 
Board must make thereon 
Q. 2—Must I wait until my 
book expires before renewing? 
No, applications may be made 
prior to expiration (not exceeding 
30 days ahead), but reissue will 
be dated on the day following the 
old expiration. 
Q. 3—Must I appear at the of­ 
fice? No, you may write for a 
renewal application. But when 
you return it you must include 
your tire inspection certificate 
with it. 
q. 4—Why can’t I just send in 
my old used-up book stub? That 
is not an application. 
Q. 5—If changes have taken 
place in my gas needs since the

IT’S DIFFERENT 
Rationing is not a counter de­ 
livery business. It is a serious 
and complicated affair. Every 
transaction, with rare exceptions, 
is like a bank loan, or an insur­ 
ance application; there are num ­ 
erous entries, checks, and double 
checks. Every ration document 
is a United States Government 
possession and it must be safe­ 
guarded at every turn. You can­ 
not just turn on a faucet and 
have ration books squirt out. Nor 
can you lay down your dime or 
quarter, as at a dime store or 
drug counter, and walk out with 
your purchase. Every step of the 
process is under the control of 
regulations and rules; under the 
careful scrutiny of not one, but 
several persons, and in some 
cases, quite a numbe-. And the 
records left by your rations as 
they pass along to you leave a 
trail which is carefully examined 
by auditors from OPA head­ 
quarters who work under highup 
authorities. All this, complicated 
as it is, is probably just as it 
should be because of the great 
stake; that is, a fair and equitable 
sharing of all needs by every 
person who needs rationable 
goods.

Thus it is only necessary 
for the coot to wiggle his feet 
back and forth, and he automatic­ 
ally travels forward.

More Fires In 43 


But Fire Loss Less 


Than Year Before 


There were more fires in Palm 
Springs in 1943 than there were 
in 1942 but the damage was light­ 
er and the per capita cost much 
less, Fire Chief Bill Leonesio in­ 
formed city councilmcn in his an­ 
nual report filed with that body 
Wednesday night. 
In 1943 there were 47 fires 
and in ¡942. 40 fires. Damage in 
1943 amounted to S30.008 and 
in 1942 to $38,715. Per capita 
loss in 1943 was $428 and in 
1942. $553. 
The most telling figure was in 
the average loss per fire. In 1942, 
the average fine loss was $1450. 
This had been cut to $1,111 in 
1943. 
In 1943 the average crew o-

called Splasher, Dabbler, Spatter; 
and the French natives in Louis­ 
iana speak of it as the Poule 
d'eau, or chicken of the watijy. 
For all its commonness, Í ior 
one am glad that its flesh is rfc'tj 
good to most people (although the 
Louisianans do make a good 
“gumbo” of young ones!), and 
that its feeding habits do not in­ 
terfere with man’s inferests, for 
these things mean thai it is less 
hunted, and in less danger of be­ 
ing destroyed. The coot is a lov­ 
able old squawker, and our little 
ponds and 
irrigation ditches 
would not be the same without it. 
Indeed, W. L. Dawson, in his 
Birds of California, has said 
“When unmolested, Mud-hens fill 
about as large a place in the econ­ 
omy of a well-conducted swamp 
as do chickens in a barnyard.” 
ABUNDANT NEAR HERE 
In the “well-conducted” swanps 
at the south end of the Saltón Sea, 
Coots are abundant, and build 
nests and raise young in season. 
Their nests are rather nondescript 
affairs, made always of dry tules 
or other reeds, formed into a 
floating mass but firmly anchor­ 
ed. A few individuals go up onto 
the land and nest there. In any 
event, it is usually a well-con­ 
cealed cradle. There are usually 
from eight to twelve eggs, pale 
buff with many dark-brown spots. 
Male and female share in the in­ 
cubation, and the young are 
hatched in about 22 days. 
These baby birds are about as 
pleasant to meet as any other I 
can think of; fluffy, tiny, and pre­ 
cocious, they take to the w ater al­ 
most as soon as they emerge from 
the egg. And in the water, they 
behave like old hands, swimming 
and diving with all the skill of 
experts of long standing. Grinnell, 
Bryant, and Storer, in their 1918 
work on game-birds of California, 
describe baby coots as diving in 
fairly deep water, and holding on 
to underwated vegetation for per­ 
iods up to three minutes! They 
are so fluffy and water-proof, 
however, that it seems to be a real 
chore for them to hold themselves 
under, and after being frightened 
into diving a few times, a group 
of youngsters will usually give 
this up as a means of escape, and 
rely upon a more forceful method 
—the frightening of the enemy! It 
is ludicrous to see them “rare 
back” at the approach of the ob­ 
servers boat, and kick—yes, ac­ 
tually kick with their feet—at a 
hand reaching toward them. This 
kicking habit continues on into 
adult life, when they have be­ 


seems to consist largely of feet. 
In taking to the air from the 
surface of the water, the coot 
finds it necessary to run along 
the surface of the water, making 
“ridiculous splashes with both 
feet and wings, until a flying 
speed is attained. It is really quite 
startling to push silently around 
a clump of tules in a quiet boat, 
intent upon getting near to a blue 
heron or some other bird, only to 
frighten up a bunch of coots 
which dash off across the water as 
if desiring to warn every bird in 
the county with their noisy 
splashes. Once in the air, they 
have a steady, fast flight, rarely 
going higher than twenty feet or 
so, and coming down in the far 
end of the same pond. On most 
occasions, they prefer to escape 
by swimming away, or diving 
under water and swimming for a 
short distance. With careful stalk­ 
ing, the observer can usually ap­ 
proach quite close, as the coot 
is less shy that most water-birds. 
Its shyness increases in areas 
where it is more hunted. 
TYPICAL COOT WALK 
In the settling ponds east of 
Palm Springs, there are a good 
many coots. It was probably one 
of these birds that fell into the 
tennis courts at the Officer’s club 
at the hospital and was unable to 
fly out because of the high fence. 
Tony drove it into a comer and 
caught it, and when I arrived in 
answer to his telephone call, the 
bird was calmer but by no means 
gentle, for it would strike out 
with a most suggestive snap of its 
beak. It was unable to fly even 
when thrown into the air, ap­ 
parently having injured inself in 
some way. But on land, it illus­ 
trated the typical coot walk — 
stepping high, so the long toes 
could clear the ground, and mov­ 
ing its head back and forth with 
each step. When placed on the 
road, it ran and attempted to fly, 
but could not; in the underbrush,
